New Yobk, March 19.— The French 
line steamship Ville de St Nazaire, 
Capt Jacquena, which sailed from this 
port on March 6th bound for the West 
Indies, foundered at sea. Of her 89 
passengers and crew only four are 
known to be saved. These arrived 
here Wednesday on tho schooner Hilda, 
after o week's drifting about the At- 
lantic in an open boat, during which 
84 of the 38 occupants went mad or 
died of starvation. 

The saved are: Berry, inspector of 
the Campagne Generalc Trans-Atlan- 
tique; Maire. the ship's doctor; Stauts, 
third engineer, and Tag-ado, a San Do- 
raingan. 

Pitiful and tragic is the story of the 
sad disaster. It tells of a brave steam- 
ship tamping in a turmoil off Hatteras, 
of four boats being crushed against 
the sides in that midnight horror; of 
the launch of the four boats that were 
left and the crowding into them of 
passengers and crew. 

The survivors of this ocean tragedy 
are hardly yet able to give a connected 
story of the last II days Captain 
Berry, the inspector general of the 
French line, is confined to his rooi ' 
the hotel Martin. His story is a 
rative of privation and hardship, i 
as is seldom heard in the annals of 
sea. The other survivors are on board 
the Normandie and the Ville de Hi 
a sister ship of the ill-fated vesseL 

They are emaciated from hunger 
their nerves are completely unstrung 
by their suffer in its.

three that had gone from their hori- 
zon, they turned their attention to 
their own salvation. 

Four children and their mother were 
In the boat, Mrs. Tagado and hei 
brood. She was the wife of a San Do- 
mingan, who was also in the craft. 
The little ones were terrihly fright- 
ened at first, but the surges did not 
quite ergulf the craft and the mother 
managed to quiet the fears of her chil- 
dren only to hear them beg for food 
and water. There was none to be had 
and when the next night drifted in and 
the next day had come and went the 
pleadings of the famishing children be- 
came heartrending. 

Another day and hopeless night and 
death appeared on board. Then was 
claimed another, and yet another vic- 
tim, and the raviugB of the mad v 
heard. Some, in the agony of thi 
drank salt water, to suffer tiei 
pangs and to become raving maniacs, 
with whom the sane ones had to strug- 
ple to prevent them doing harm. 

The stouter ones managed the craft 
and relieved each other ot the task 
Some loaned over the gunwhale with 
heads lolling and froth streaming from 
their lips, and some others moved 
their glassy eyes to the horizon, search- 
ing vainly for the rescuer who would 
not come. 

For six days and nights the wretch- 
ed castaways drifted helplessly, fam- 
ishing and groaning, mad with thirst, 
and then the slow-footed rescuer came 
at last but too late to save any but the 
four whose names have been given. 
Four dead were In the boat when the 
four living were dragged from It, so 
nearly dead themselves that they har.i- 
ly knew that they escaped the death 
that had overtaken the others. 

Tagado suffered most of alL He 
taw his wife dying before his eyes.
